should not depend upon grain raising alone, 
for that will reduce tho farm. lie should do 
ft little dairying am] wool-tn'owiug also; then 
he will feed the fodder and grain on the f aim, 
making a quantity of manure, nnd keep tht 
farm in good condition for grain and grass. 
In cropping nnd grazing, one helps the 
other, as tho grouud wants resecdiug occa- 
sionally; nnd in marketing ho has another 
advantage by raining grain, wool and butter, 
for when one is low tho other may be high, 
»ud that will help him to a good price—for 
ft part of his produce. 
]3ut if 
ho depend 


upon one branch alone, and there is no call 
for it, his income will be small. 
There 


should be particular pains taken in selecting 
good blooded stock, nnd providing good sta- 
bles and shedn to keep them warm. It will 
pay. Tho animal kept warm will fatten on 
one-fourth less than the one kept out in the 
atorm nud cold. Caro should bo taken in 
selecting need .grain to get good kinds, and 
from a different soil, nnd Iho seeding should 
be douo in tho propir linio.
